.| Committee of 
Peace-Time Plans 


At a meeting, held Monday eve- 
ning, of the Albany Civilian Defense 
Council, Director Police Sergeant 
Arthur Smith, said that the present 
organization can be converted into 
peace time activities. 

An enthusiastic response was noted 
at this meeting when Sgt. Smith and 
those present agreed that “the train 
ing and coordination resulting from 
war unity should not be allowed to 
disolve now that fear of enemy at- 
tack is past.” 

“A disaster which can affect an 
entire city is not restricted to a war 
period,” Smith said, “and we were 
agreeably surprised to find that so 
many of our members were not only 
willing, but eager, to go forward 
with a disaster preparedness plan. 

“However, we do want to work 
out a plan which will be ‘workable: 
It was decided, therefore, to study 
the State plan and to meet again on 
September 11 for the purpose of out- 
lining our own conversion to city 
preparedness.” 

No changes in the present setup 
were made at last night’s meeting ex- 


}cept for the resignation of Sergeant 
{Smith as property officer, the ter- 


mination of this office to become ef- 
fective September 15. On this date 
the large quantity of Civilian Defense 
property will again be under the au- 
thority of Albany's chief of police 
for disposal as directed by Federal 
authorities.
